The answer is that 
your grocer takes your sugar, 
butter and other coupons to his 
bank, which acts as the govern¬ 
ment’s agent in identifying and 
accounting for millions of spent 
coupons. This vast bookkeeping 
job —known as “Ration Coupon 
Banking”—is just one of the 
new, additional assignments 
which the banks have assumed 
as part of their wartime service. 

Another is the payment, on 
behalf of the government, of cer¬ 
tain subsidies arising out of war¬ 
time price control. Still another 
is the handling of exchange trans¬ 
actions as agents of the Foreign 
Exchange Control Board.
